Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants asserted that the Vadgama reference discloses the use 
of a partition element that allows for the movement of a desired compound through a membrane rather than into the 
element as required by claim 24. Accordingly, it was agreed that the rejection of record involving Vadgama will be 
withdrawn. 

In response to arguments made in view of the Lubbers (US 4272484) patent, it was suggested that the claims should 
be modified to include limitations which indicate that the interior of the partitioning element does not include additional 
fluorescent indicators that induce a fluorescent response from the biological product or substrate.
